Since the forms solicit general information about an individual 
and in certain cases specifically the social security account number, the 
Privacy Act requires that the individual be informed of (1) the autho rity 
for soliciting, (2) purpose of, (3) uses for, and (4) effect of_not 
providing the information.' See 5 tT. S.CT _ 552a(e) (3), as added by section 3 
of “the Privacy Act of 1974. That act requires similar information with 
respect to the social security account number under Section 7. 

Each Privacy Act requirement notice enclosed herewith contain a 
reference to the Government forms. Standard Forms or other forms, which are 
to be associated with the particular notice. These notices must be 
associated with the applicable Government forms when mailing to an individ- 
ual. 


It will be the responsibility of the Privacy Act Contact Officer to 
see that all operations within his department or agency using the particular 
forms are supplied with a copy of the Privacy Act notices enclosed herewith. 
These notices should be reproduced by the units using the forms in the * 
volume necessary to assure their receipt by all individuals to whom the 
Government forms are delivered.
